Right ff Way in Squantum. 


In our last issue we made mention of 
the fact that Gen. B. F. Butler and 
others had caused a fence to be erected 
across the main street to the old Squan- 
tum House, and that officers had been 
employed to guard and protect it 
against all intruders. This action took 
the public by surprise, as the road had 
been used the past twenty or more 
years as a public highway. The clos- 
ing of the road caused no little incon- 
venience to persons employed on the 
Boston big sewer. Friday and Satur- 
day the store men and others who sup- 
plied provisions to the workmen, were 
allowed to pass on foot with their sup- 
plies, being compelled to leave their 
vehicles outside the fence. 


Late Monday afternoon, F. P. 
Stearns, G. H. Crafts and Charles 
Bulle approached one of the gates and 
demanded admission of the officers. 


This was refused, and the party was 
forbidden to enter. They said they 
represented the city of Boston and 
they proposed to pass through, and 
Crafts began te saw off the bars of the 
gate. No resistance was offered ex- 
cept to order them to desist. 

A hearing on a bill of equity brought 
by Barnabas Davis and others, 
had in the Supreme Judicial Court, of 
Boston, Thursday forenoon, for an in- 
junction to restrain the city from build- 
ing the tunnel of the sewer under their 
land. Gen. Butler represented the 
complainants, and the ground relied on 
was, that the order for taking the land 
was defective, as the city failed to noti- 
fy the owners of property, as required 
by Chapter 412, of the Statutes. An 
injunction denied. ‘Witnesses

were present to testify about the dis- 
puted road, but the judge decided not 
to go into evidence, as the complain- 
ants had their remedy in suits at law, 
where the question of damages could 
be determined. The Court, in deny- 
ing an injunction, also stated that on 
questions of great public improvements 
it would not interfere where a respon- 
sible corporation like the city of Bos- 
ton was the defendant. 

A ferry has been established between 
Moon Island and Squantum, in order 
to transport men and materials. It is 
located on the south side of Squantum, 
on land of Joseph W. Robertson.

If we could only write what 
some narratives that seem now 
rather dry and stupid, would awaken 
the liveliest sensations.

The average height of the plants is 
about five feet and the blossoms push 
up three feet more. In the fall the 
plant sends up a number of reed like 
terminating in a sheath, which 


course 


shoots. 


gradually opens at the top and discloses 


the tip of the enclosed plume. When 
about three inches of this is visible, 
they are gathered by pulling sheath 


and all outef the overlapping leaves 
on the stalk, and the sheath is removed 
leaving the plume compressed tightly 
together, and wet with sap. They are 
then shaken; flattened out and laid in 
the sun to dry, ona sandy piece of 
land. 

(;reat care must be taken in curing 
and also in gathering, as they do not 
all ripen at once, and if left too long 
the glumes fall off when dried, or if 
picked too soon, they are not fully de- 
veloped. The plants are set out twelve 
feet apart and bear the second year and 
after, from ten to sixty blossoms, 
according to the size of the plants, 
which begin to ripen by the middle of 
September, when the agents of the 
dealers in New York and other cities

#.—How often do you attend lodge 
mneetings, once a week or semi-month- 
ly? 

M.—Oh, I don’t go to lodge, I gen- 
erally find something else to do lodge 
nights; but I send my dues and astess- 
ments up.

Intemperance in Lowell, 


ADDEKESs BY JUDGE CROSBY. 


* Fellow citizens: My heart and 
conscience, my philanthropy and my 
fears, impel me to address you. For 
30 or more years, I have presided in 
the police court of this city. I have 
witnessed the strugyle of temperance 
people to restrain the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. We have had legislative 
enactments professedly to lessen the evil 
of intemperance from time to time, but 
the sale and its influences have. from 
reasons I need not now detain you to 
consider, continued, and we find our- 
selves involved in a magnitude of evils, 
criminal and social, in proportions, I 


am sure, you either do not know or} 


suppose you cannot prevent. 

For these many years I have left my 
court daily, distressed at the ueedless- 
ness as well as the actual wickedness of 
the mass of business of my court. It 
has seemed as if I was only a chronicle: 
of disappointed hopes, of wasted ener- 
gies and happiness, of the crimes and 
domestic sufferings of the community 
The law requires the court annually to 
certify to the secretary of state all the 
criminal business of the court, but our 
returns are used only in the aggregate 
of all like returns through the state for 
legislative information. I beg leave to 
present you now some of the items of 
our last report, covering one year. 
Cases of drunkenness, 707; common 
drunkards, 88: common drunkards,

FRANCIS K. DAMON 


I live in Quincy at Mrs. Damon's, 
on Spear street; deceased roomed with 
me: the room is up-stairs: there are 
twe tenements in the house, this was 
the westerly; up stairs there were four 
rooms aud down stairs three; the stairs 
run up from the front door, the door 
being 6 1-2 or 7 feet from the foot of 
the stairs; the stairs turn to the left 
near the top. three feet from the top of 
the stairs is the door to my room: there 
were generally two chairs kept in the 
ower entry; one stood in the corner 
near the outer door; enters the 
house the dining room the 
left and the parior door at the right;

cause of the affair; was with him a} 
good deal after the shooting: there 
was a nurse beside: before I went to 
bed on that night I locked the door; 
found no windows unfastened the next 
morning, or doors open; know of no 
means of any one’s entering the house 
except through the front door: do not 
know that Gordon had any pistol or 
firearms; after first robbery a new hook 
was puton the cellar door; the next 
morning it was unfastened; think Gor- 
don told me that he had a man by the 
throat in the entry: he said it was a 
rood-sized man; for the past six months 
Mr. Gordon’s health has been poor; 
he called the sickness biliousness; had 
not noticed that he was suffering from 
a depression of spirits; he did not al- 
ways return home at night before I 
went to bed. 


JULIA T. DAMON. 


Took supper with Mr. Gordon on the 
night of the shooting: he left the house 
at 7 o'clock; next saw him at 9:45: he 
came into the dining room; he retired 
at 12.15 a. M.; noticed nothing peculiar 
in his manner during evening; he had 
not been talking about the previous 
burglary: was aroused by a noise at 
about 3:15; heard Gordon call Frank 


twice; knew by the tone of his voice 
that he was hurt: asked Gordon what 
was the matter, when I saw him; he

I drew two wills for Gordon; the last 
was dated llth of September last: the 
only particular change was that in it he 
remembered his workmen, to each of 
whom he left a small legacy; witness 
also detailed some facts regarding Gor- 
don’s business affairs. 


OFFICER N. B. FURNALD TESTIFIED: 


Was called to the house of the Da- 
mons at 3.25 a. M. : found Gordon lying 
on the bed; he told me he had been 
shot, and smiled as he said it; he said 
he first heard some one at the chamber 
door. [Witness then detailed minutely 
Gordon's description of the shooting, 
substantially as previously testified to.) 
I examined the doors and windows of 
the house carefully; also the keys for 
marks of nippers; found a slight mark 
on the end of the key to the pantry 
door; the windows were all fastened:

the sort that has a thin, flat key; after ex- 
amining the door I saw something glis- 
ten in the yard, and I picked up the 
revolver [revolver exhibited); it was 
lying 13 feet from the door; it was of 
the -* Eureka” pattern: it had six of its 
seven chambers loaded: I find that the 
the revolvers of that name are made by 
John P. Lovell <& Sons of Boston, fora 
Philadelphia firm; Mr. Lovell told me 
he thought cg a few imperfect 
weapons of that name might have got 
into the hands of an auctioneer: he 
called this an imperfect revolver; I 
have thus far failed to trace accurately 
the ownership of the pistol ’ Witness 
also testified concerning his knowledge 
of the wills made by Gordon, and also

The deceased had been carrying on 
business at Quincy for some four years 
and pursued the same with energy un- 
til within the past four or five months; 
since that time he has neglected his 
business to some extent, and was in 
arrears at his death, at least 31.000. 
He had had several attacks of sickness 
in the past six months, of a not very 
serious nature, but he had expressed 
himself, as hie nie na more sickly con- 
dition than his physician advised. He 
Was about thirte- -three years old. at his 
deceased. He had his life insured for 
$7,000 in two charitable institutions the 
last one of which was issued in 1886- 


neither of them contained any suicide 
clause, but were payable a 
He had within a year made two wills, 


the last one Sept. 11, 1880, in which he 
bequeathed legacies covering these 
to his brother. friends and 
workinen. 

A few minutes before the shooting 
the tenant in the other part of the 
house had been awakened by his child, 
had gone down stairs, pumped water 
and opened a window, all of which 
would have been heard by any one 
awake in Gordon’s part. “The house 
was found securely locked, excepting 
the front door, which Gordon stated he 
had used after every one else in the 
house, had come in, but whether he 

eft = Spring lock secure he could not 
tell. No person was heard to approach 
or leave the house about this time. 
Gordon after he was shot spoke of his 
indifference to getting well and wished 
that he might die. He suffered much 
pain from his wound. He had not 
been known to threaten suicide and or- 
dinarily a cheerful, good-natured man. 

Is this a case of suicide or murder?

*: Protection” is an inherently artifi- 
cial system. It is unequal in its opera- 
tion, and in the nature of the case it 
must be so.

It gives priority too, not to business 
Sagecity, or shrewdness in trade, but 
rather to the arts of the lobbyist, and 
the corrupt practices of what is known 
as ‘commercial politics.” Thus when 
anoted New England politician became 
interested in the manufacture of bunt- 
ing, he procured the enactment, or the 


increase, of a duty on all bunting im-: 


ported. This was done in the name of 
* protection,’ but it merely served to 
tax American citizens to swell the al- 
ready too plethoric pocket of this noted 
character. The general impolicy of 
whole ‘protective’? system is 
shown to-day, in nothing more strong- 
ly than in its effects on American ship- 
ping. Whatever we may think of the 
system in general, here we may be 
sure a great error has been committed. 

Before the war the ocean tounage of 
the United States compared favora- 
bly with that of the first maritime 
power of the world. Our exports and 
imports were mainly carried in Ameri- 
can bottoms, and the fruits of this prof- 
itable industry were largely gathered 
by our citizens. To-day though the 
freights to be transported have enor- 
mously increased in value and quantity, 
the business is practically in the hands 
of foreigners. 

Their enterprise is not handicapped 

so many embarrassments as our 
commercial policy heaps upon that of 
American citizens who desire to labor 
in the same field. In 1856 over 75 per 
cent. of the total value of our imports 
and exports, was carried in American 
while during the last year but 
17 per cent. was thus carried. These 
figures speak for themselves. Secreta- 
ry Thompson estimates, in his recent 
report, that we pay annually $100,000.- 
(0 to the citizens of other nations for 
doing so large a portion of our carrying 
trade. Why is this great and impor- 
tant sphere of mercantile activity shut 
out from American enterprise? Sim- 
ply for the two following reasons. We 
cannot, under the existing onerous tar- 
iff build vessels suitable for the foreign 
trade, as cheaply as they can be built 
by other nations. Our tariff, which 
makes the materials which enter into 
the construction of vessels, artificially 
dear, effectually prevents our ship- 
builders from competing with those of 
Nor can we go to for- 
eign ship-yards and buy such vessels as 
we require, where they can be pur- 
chased at the lowest price. 

A statute law absolutely forbids the 
registry of foreign-built vessels. Thus 
our carrying trade is forced into a con- 
tinuous decline, and our ship-building 
industry languishes in a state of stagna- 
tion. 

The decrease in the tonnage built 
during the last fiscal year was 35,620 
toms, as compared with that of the pre- 
ceding year, and this in the face of an 
expansion of our commerce greater 
than ever before known. No wonder 
that we hear it proposed to subsidize 
American steam lines to foreign ports 
and to offer bounties for the encourage- 
ment of American ship-building. No 
wonder that Protectionists even, stand 
aghast at the effects which their own 
policy has produced. When we see 
what the Protective system has caused 
in the department of maritime affair-, 
can we be sure that its operation else- 
where is as benign and helpful as could 
be wished? 

We are told that now something 
must certainly be done for the interests 
of American shipping. But before 
entering upon any expensive schemes 
of out-lay would it not be well first to 
clear away the hindrances that injudi- 
cious legislation has raised up to our 
maritime progress’ Would it not be 
wise to reduce or remove those duties 
‘that so injuriously operate against the 
American ship-builder? Would it not 
be clearly prudent to abolish that re- 
striction that prevents our citizens from 
buying well-built vessels, where they 
Am-

These 
animals were disporting themselves 
among fungi and alge, 
upon decayed vegetable matter; while 
among the slimey mass was shown a 
microscopic fluke worm, such as are 
found in the intestines of men and ani- 
mals, who drink pond water, and whose 
nature it is to burrow into the liver and 
produce disease. A list of even such 
objects a» are comparatively harmless 
is not pleasant reading. The water was 
found to contain ** dead flies, pieces of | 
dead frogs, hairs of various kinds of 
animals and epithelium cells, similar to 
dandruff from fish and human beings.” 
In view of these facts we cannot be 
surprised that a regular service has at 
last been organized for the daily deliv- 
ery of drinking water in cans, and that 
many Boston families so receive it. 
Now when itis proposed to add to 
the burdens of this heavily-taxed town 
that those living in one part of it may 
be supplied with drinking-water less 
dangerous to health than that which 
they can now command, it is pertinent 
to inquire what the chances are of their 
getting it. Cau it be shown that 
Quincy has auy source of supply for 
drinking-water which is now, and which 
is certain to remain, less free from ob- 
jection than Lake Cochituate or Fresh 
Pond? It is well known that the doc- 
tors of Cambridge have recommended 
areturn tothe wells to supply drink- 
ing water, and the State Report informs 
us that, notwithstanding the general 
use of Fresh l’ond water in that city, 
there has been no diminution in the 
mortality from enteric disease. There 
isno charm abouta faucet which en- 
sures that the water drawn from it shall 
be better than that pumped from a 
properly-constructed well. The fact 
is there is a slight risk in drinking any 
water except filtered rain water, and 
enough of this for drinking purposes 
any one who has a roof over him may 
catch. The late analysis of the wells 
in Quincy showed their water to be on 
the whole satisfactory—certainly much

Lime for Laying Hens. 


The shell of a hen’s egg is composed 
of almost pure lime which she is obliged 
to furnish from her food. Eating pure 
not always accomplish this.
